Theory of Sizing.—In endeavoring to account 
for the difficulties which surround the art of 
sizing, we should first of all ask whether the 
nature of sizing is known or not. So far as ani- 
mal sizing is concerned we can reply in the 
affirmative. Two theories have been put for- 
ward as to the part enacted by gelatine and 
alum in sizing. D’Arcet and Merimée think 
that insoluble gelatine is formed through the 
action of alum and air, and that this renders the 
paper impervious to water. Payen explains the 
role of gelatine in a very ingenious manner. 
The surface is the first to feel the drying action 
of the air, then it reabsorbs humidity, that is to 
say, the gelatinous solution, through the capil- 
lary tubes of the paper. This solution being 
brought to the surface and then evaporated de- 
posits the gelatine on it; a new quantity of the 
solution is attracted from the interior, and again 
deposits the gelatine contained in it on the sur- 
face. The same process is continued until the 
paper is completely dessicated. It is easy to 
perceive from this that the greater portion of 
the gelatine is on the surface of the paper, and 
that, rendered, as it is, less soluble by the re- 
action of the alum, it resists any infiltration of 
ink, or, in common phrase, prevents the paper 
from soaking or the ink from running over. In 
fact, as soon as this superficial coating is taken 
off, it is impossible to write without the addition 
of a foreign substance—those most generally 
employed are realgar or red orpiment, which, as 
is well known, prevents the imbibition of the ink. 

The property of making paper impervious to 
water in pulp sizing, was formerly attributed in 
a great measure to the starch, which, being a 
kind of glue, was to replace animal sizing, while 
alum and rosin were only of secondary impor- 
tance. Illig is the only writer who has given a 
clear account of sizing in the tub. D’Arcet 
added the rosin for the simple purpose of in- 
creasing the quantity of starch, and the soap to 
prevent the paper from peeling when taken up. 
Braconnot believed that the rosin caused the 
starch to agglutinize to the fibre, and he added 
it for that reason. All the views at this period 
were based on the same idea—it was believed 
that all that was necessary to make paper imper- 
meable was simply to stick the fibres together. 
Piette is the only person who described the pre- 
cipitate which is obtained through the action of 
the alum on the starch and the resinous soap, 
and he remarks that the dry powder which he 
obtained floated on the water, and was only 
partially dissolved. 

At the same time we find that Vauquelin had 
described the effects of sizing thirty years pre- 
viously. He says, among other observations: 
“Thus the substance, which in combining with 
stuffs renders them impermeable, is not simply 
an oil, but a combination of this substance with 
alumina, and probably animal gelatine, which 
should render this property’ more durable.” 
Vauquelin had even then laid special stress on 
the oil and its combination with alumina and 
gelatine, just as Illig attributes those qualities 
to the rosins and wax. After a time Vauquelin’s 
theory was accepted—that sizing was a reaction 
of the salts of alumina on the soaps, and it was 
generally admitted that this size was an insolu- 
ble soap with a base of alumina. The insoluble 
aluminous soaps being once admitted to have 
this property, they obtained the position which 
they continue to hold to-day. 

Through the action of the sulphate of alumina 
on the resinate of soda a double decomposition 
takes place—an insoluble precipitate of the resi- 
nate of alumina and a soluble sulphate of soda 
are formed. The resinate of alumina, which is 
intimately. incorporated with the pulp, must 
render the paper impervious to water. Starch 
fell into discredit, and is only spoken of as an 
accessory which plays no important or distinctive 
part in sizing. All the experiments which have 
been made singe that time have been with the 
View of facilitating this double decomposition, 
and in every treatise on the subject we find the 
sizing attributed to the resinate of alumina. 
There is nothing easier than to form this body 
under the most favorable conditions, and yet, 
though we may work with all possible care, yet 
the paper is not always sized. However, it has 
been very clearly shown that pulp sizing is 
Solely due to the action of the salt of alumina 

n the rosin soap, for sizing can be done very 
Well by these substances alone, without starch, 
4nd it is therefore in this reaction that we must 
look for the theory of sizing. 

It is curious that the many difficulties which 


are connected with vegetable sizing have not

theory of vegetable sizing by the resinate of 
alumina was a suspicious one from the first, for 
only indifferent results were obtained most of 
the time, and they should have shown that the 
theory of sizing which had been accepted was 
at least doubtful. During a lengthened investi-

excess of the salts of alumina, and operating 
with a very diluted solution—the resinate of 
alumina which has been previously formed, is 
completely or in a great measure de- 
composed by the prolonged action of 
the salts of alumina, which are in 
excess, into a liberated rosin and 
basic salts of alumina. It is the 
liberated rosin which renders the 
fibre impermeable by coating it. The 
aim of vegetable sizing should be 
simply, therefore, to spread over the 
surface liberated rosin. The alum- 
ina only plays a secondary part.

Machinery for Drying Straw 
Boards. 











Animprovement in machinery for 
drying straw boards is shown in the 
illustration. It has been patented 
by Charles Whealen and Lewis 
Knerr, Jr., of Dayton, Ohio, and is 
intended as an improvement in the 
process and machinery patented May 
14, 1878, No. 208,684. 

It consists in the combination, with 
a heated surface and belting capable 
of conveying the boards in direct contact with 
the same, of a second heated surface and belting 
capable of conveying the boards in direct con- 
tact therewith, the same being adapted to cause 
that side of the boards which was not acted 
upon by the first heated surface to be acted upon 
by the second heated surface. 

The invention consists, secondly, in the com- 
bination, with suitable heating drums, of three 
endiess belts or systems of belts, the first one 
adapted toconvey the boards in contact with 
one of the drums, the second adapted, in con- 
nection with the first, to carry the boards for- 
ward and deliver them to the third, while the 
third belt is adapted to cause the face or side 
of the boards opposite to that acted upon by 
the first drum to be subjected to the second 
drum. 

In the drawings, Figure 1 represents a longi- 
tudinal central section of a machine embodying 
the principles of thisinvention. Fig 2 is a plan 
view of the same. 

A isa suitable frame. B and B’ are heating 
cylinders or rolls, so geared with each other in 
the instance shown as to run in opposite direc- 
tions, though this is not material, and depends 
entirely upon the arrangement of the belts or 
other appliances for feeding and holding the 
board in contact with the heated surfaces. 

Cisa belt or apron, adapted at any suitable 
point, as C’, to receive in succession the separate 
paper boards as they are fed to the machine. 
This continuous belt C, in the instance shown, 
passes over a guide roller, D, thence down 
around t:.e heating drum or cylinder B, thence 
over D', D?, and D*, and back around E, E’, E’, 
E‘, E*, and E* to the place of beginning. 

F is a retaining belt or apron; or, as shown in 
Fig. 2, it may consist of a number of smal! belts 
arranged side by side. Its purpose is to hold 
the paper board in contact with the apron C 
while the apron is conveying the board from one 
heated drum or cylinder to another. 

G is another belt or apron, which passes 
around the drum B’, thence over the roller D?, 
and down around guide rollers H', H?, and H* 
back to the place of beginning. 

I represents strippers, which strip the boards 
from the heating drums and direct their edges 
up between the belts or aprons. K represents a 
suitable receiver, upon which the dried boards 
are delivered from the machine. 

It will be noticed that the apron or belts F 
pass about guide rollers D F' F*, beneath F*, 
about F* F*, over D? and D', then beneath roll- 
ers F* to the place of beginning. 

The operation of this device is as follows:

both of its faces. The sheets will be smooth and | 
straight, and the whole will be accomplished | 
without any waste. 

The inventors do not limit themselves to any | 
particular number of heating drums, nor to an 
equal number of drums for each face of the | 
paper. They prefer, however, that there should 
be about the same amount/of exposure to heat- 
ing surfaces for each of the two faces of the 
paper. So, also,the drums may be maintained 
at like temperature, or the temperature of the 
different drums may be varied. 

It is also not absolutely essential, though pre 
ferable, that the boards should be delivered in 
flat condition, for there are circumstances under | 
which it is apparent that they should have 
curved forms when delivered, and which may 
obviously be accomplished by causing them to 
be delivered from between the belts just as it 
has passed over a suitable guide roller. 

The drums may be heated in any suitable | 
manner, but preferably by steam or hot air or 
fluid entering and passing out at the axle, an 
example of which is shown in the former patent 
alluded to. 


The claims comprise : 1. A paper-drier con- 
sisting in the combination, with a heated sur- 
face and belting capable of conveying the 
boards in direct contact with the same, of a 
second heated surface and belting capable of 
conveying said boards in direct contact there- 
with, the same being adapted to cause that side 
of the boards which was not acted upon by the 
first heated surface to be acted upon by said 
second heated surface. 2. In a paper-drier, the 
combination, with the heating-drums, of three 
endless belts or systems of belts, the first belt 
adapted to convey the boards in contact with 
one of the drums, the second belt adapted, in 
connection with the first, to carry the boards 
forward and deliver them to the third belt, while 
the third belt is adapted to cause the face or side 
of the boards opposite to that acted upon by the 
first drum to be subjected to the second drum.

April 19, '1879. 
Another very uneventful week. So far as 
trade goes, times do not improve. I asked a 


large firm in Lancashire for any news about 
business, and I give you the entire letter ver- 
batim ; ‘* DEAR Srr—Inclosed you have P. O. O. 
for £1, as requested (for subscription to JouR- 
NAL). Trade is very bad, and will be worse yet.” 
That letter (dated 18th), is short, but it is scarcely 
sweet. That is how things are looking in our 
most prosperous paper-making county. When I 
say this, I mean Lancashire is the most success- 
ful county for making cheap news and common 
papers. If trade is to be worse it 
either means less orders or cheaper 
prices, probably the latter. I was 
told last evening that one firm in 
this city has sold about 20,000 reams 
of some Belgian paper since .he be- 
ginning of the present year at a 
shade over 2d. per lb. The paper is 
* fearful rubbish, but small printers 
and job dealers find it good enough. 
I am afraid that these low prices 
will demoralize the public taste. In 
this country, and in yours also, 
there is a great amount of taste for 
good stationery. It is, orrather was, 
no uncommon thing to hear business 
men give their orders for circulars, 
price lists, &c , to be printed on good 
paper. There was a general feeling 
that any business announcement 
should be made on decent paper, if 
only to keep up a respectable ap- 
pearance. Consequently there was a 
long run of prosperity for the middle 
class papers. Now, however, it is 
not so. Circulars and price lists are printed 
upon cheap papers. There has been a fall- 
ing away of the desire for the respectable 
appearance. The Times tlewspaper is another 
instance. That journal used to indulge in the 
best news that could be made. It was a 
good, thick, heavy, substantial paper, but now, 
it isa good color, it is true, but it is very thin 
and weakly. I don’t only allude to the weekly 
I include the daily too. Office station- 
ery, too, has descended a few steps. Common 


| and very inferior writings are now used. Some 


paper-makers have execrable stationery them- 
| selves, 


In short, there seems to be a general 
drifting into a feeling of indifference about 
paper and its quality. Respectability is aban- 
doned for economy. With this serious change to 
contend with, the trade will find that high-class 
papers won’t pay. The old-established names 
and mills will be sufficient to supply the wants 
of the old-fashioned people who love fine papers, 
and the modern man of business will, in nine 
cases out of ten, cut down expenses by halving 
his stationery bill. There will be a few, how- 
ever, who won’t have nasty stationery—the 
London correspondent of THE JoURNAL for one. 
If there is a luxury in this world which you 
can’t eat, it is good stationery, and I believe for 
quality of paper, finish, printing, and general 
“get up,” THe JOURNAL office here can furnish 
a sheet of paper which will prove that I practice 
what I preach. I shall be very sorry to see our 
trade descend to meet this indifferent spirit, and 
to actually foster it by turning out rubbish. 
Let our offices indulge in Belgian two-penny for | 
a short time, they will soon recover their aristo- 
cratic feelings. To encourage this economical 
spirit among their customers, paper-makers will 
be pursuing a suicidal policy, and will be doing 
all they can to lower prices and allow the Con- 
tinent to clear out their dregs over here. Paper- 
makers must protect themselves against an inva- 
sion. Nobody will help them, and as they have 
their trade pretty well to themselves, the present 
state of prices is entirely owing to a want of 
watchfulness. | 

Businesss during the week in rags has been 
steady. The fact is, holders of stocks are not 
anxious to sell for immediate delivery, as sup- 
plies are rather unreliable and scanty. Con- | 
sumers are willing to do business at former 
prices. Ragsare firm and the medium linens 
find good demand. Cottons also move pretty 
freely, and prices seem inclined to advance. 
Gunny, bemp and bagging, &c., are in fair 
demand, but there is not so much inquiry as pre- 
viously; prices are steady and firm. Waste pa- 
pers have been a little more active the past week. 

Chemicals.—While there

in respect to quantity nor in progression of val- |

ues. Certainly a satisfactory amount of steadi- 
ness is observable, inquiries are not less numer- 
ous whether on home or foreign account, but 
they are more frequently not of a bona fide 
nature, and less often result in successful nego- 
tiation. Values also exhibit a greater inclina- 
tion to cease progress. These are symptoms, 
however, which may be regarded by the san- 
guine as merely spasmodic, to be cured during 
the ensuing week. Cream caustic soda has not 
achieved the advance anticipated a little while 
ago. Although makers are fairly off for orders 
for both this and next month’s delivery, it is 
quite possible to cover all requirements on very 
easy terms. White caustic soda is hardly as firm 
as hitherto. Although the current quotations 
are unaltered. it is not impossible to buy below 
them. Bleaching powder continues in tolerable 
demand for forward delivery. A good share of 
the purchases for prompt delivery seem to be 
for the completion of orders taken some time 
since. Prices will be found appended below. 

In a late number you have a statement 
about ultramarine. Your correspondent is prob- 
ably correct about M. Guimet. He was the first 
French manufacturer of ultramarine, but sey- 
eral French paper-makers have informed a friend 
of mine that Mr. Richter was the first manufact- 
urer in France who turned his attention to 
‘alum resisting” blues, as used by paper-makers, 
Under these circumstances, I am particularly 
pleased at being able to provide your readera 
with the description of Mr. Richter’s factory, 
Mr. Richter intends, I believe, to appoint an 
agent in New York, who will probably see that 
the special alum resisting blues are well tried. 

I inclose a letter concerning some American 
paper machinery. It runs as follows: ‘‘ Are you 
in a position to quote for an American layboy 
to catch the sheets as they fall from the cutter, 
and can you send a lithograph? If not, can you 
recommend us to a firm to whom we can apply 
for this article?” Perhaps some of your firms 
will kindly send me the particulars required as 
mentioned above. They are wanted by a first- 
class firm here, and I shall be obliged to any of 
your firms who will send me price lists. 

There has been a paper read at the Society of 
Arts upon fibres, which may be useful for paper- 
making. Bamboo turned up, as usual, and 
among other statements made was one that 
‘*twenty tons of paper could be made from the 
produce of an acre.” According to the speaker’s 
notion of the bamboo requisite for paper-mak- 
ing, viz., the young shoots, eighty tons would be 
required to produce twenty tons of fibre. The 
young shoots contain 80 per cent. of water, 
Twenty tons of fibre won’t make twenty tons of 
paper, but we will suppose they do. When I 
was in the West Indies I tried to get ten tons of 
these young bamboos from a neighboring prop- 
erty of 6,000 acres, and it could not be done. I 
tried another large estate, where bamboos were 
to a certain extent cultivated, and they laughed 
at the idea. This ‘‘twenty tons cf paper per 
acre” joke is a nice sort of thing for a Society 
of Arts to talk about or listen to. I think these 
members should be called the Society of Art-less 
Ones. But the speaker concluded by vowing 
that he should, in spite of everything and every- 
body, go on with the great bamboo scheme for 
making paper. So he will; but there won’t be 
any one else ruined over it. Perhaps the “ His- 
tory of the Jamaica Bamboo Companies ” would 
interest the Society of Arts. The members 
had better devote a day for its discussion 
after inspecting some machinery lying at 
Gwynne’s workshops. I don’t think our paper- 
makers or the public are quite such fools as to

D. & W. Pemble make a superior grade of 
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machine dried straw boards, and are sold ahead 
very largely, the demand for good boards at fair 
prices having stimulated them to make only 
first-class goods. 

The large mills fermerly owned by G. How- 
land & Sons, and more recently operated by 
Knox & Beach, have been lately put in opera- 
tion by H. J. Medbery, who is making about 
four tons per day of first-class straw news and 
print papers. The water power at this point is 
one of the best in the country, comprising a 12- 
foot dam spanning the Hudson River, thus ob- 
taining a volume of water estimated at 15,000 
horse power, which could easily be made avail- 
able to its full capacity. 

Geo. West, of Ballston Spa, has now at work 
about forty masons on his new mill in that vil- 
lage. It is expected that this will be a model 
mill, and judging from the plans, I think it 
certainly will be an ornament to the p'ace, as 
well as a monument of the enterprise and success 
ef the builder. His other six mills are all run- 
ning full on bogus manilla for bags. 

John McLean is running full, making about 
sixty tons a month of straw news. 

C. Kilmer & Son are aiso working day and 
night on straw news. 

Jones & Settle are running on collar and 
tissue. All other industries in this section seem 
to be thriving, and indications point to a season 
ef improved business, and consequent renewed 
eonfidence in the country at large, which is

Holyoke Notes. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. 





Hotyoke, April 30, 1879. 

I don’t know but what you will think that 
**Western Massachusetts Notes” would be a more 
appropriate heading for my letter this week than 
“Holyoke Notes,” but I managed to get hold of 
considerable outside news, which I give you for 
the benefit of your readers 

The Water Power Company of this city is to 
have a grand test of turbine water wheels, pro- 
bably in September. Circulars have been issued 
and water-power companies and other interest- 
ed parties invited to co-operate. The trial is to 
take place at the Holyoke flume, and at its con- 
clusion a full report will be made of the results. 
The requirements of this test are, that each 
wheel shall be ready for test when delivered at 
the flume, and that each builder shall superin- 
tend the setting of his wheel, the setting and 
testing of the same to be done at the expense of 
the Water Power Company. The capacity of 
each wheel must be sufficient to discharge about 
5,000 cubic feet of water per minute, under 18 
feet head. Each wheel will undergo a severe test 
from half to whole gates, and under at least two 
different heads, also under several feet of back- 
water. The test is not confined to builders in 
this country, but all are cordially invited to 
furnish wheels. Great things are expected from 
this contest. 

The Phototype Company has received its ma- 
chinery from New York and will be in running 
order in a few days. The daily product will 
probably be about 900,000 cards. The River 
Road will run a spur track alongside of the 
building, thus saving the expense of a transfer, 
and the cars will be sent to Springfield, and the 
packages will be shipped from there to their des- 
tinations by regular postal cars. Agent Tyner 
has had seven years’ experience at this business 
and was a very popular man in Springfield 
when the Morgan Envelope Company had the 
contract, and he probably will be here. 

The Holyoke Machine Company is constantly 
adding to its popularity as a builder of first-class 
machinery. Orders are constantly coming in 
from all parts of the world where machinery is 
used. An English firm has recently ordered 
three 18 inch ‘‘Hercules” turbine water wheels, 
to use instead of overshot and breast wheels. A 
Russian paper manufacturing firm has ordered 
a stack of super-calenders of five rolls of this 
company. 

The Beebe & Holbrook Paper Company is to 
erect a brick block on the vacant Jot below the 
city hall on Dwight street. The block will be of 
brick, the lower floor to be devoted to stores and 
the upper stories to tenements. There has been 
a general feeling that the city should own this 
lot, as it is so near the $375,000 city hall, and 
that it should be terraced and made attractive, 
but for a growing city like Holyoke this orna- 
mental idea is entirely out of the question, and 
our citizens may be thankful that it is not a 
paper mil] that is to be erected near the building 
in which they take so much pride. 

Mayor Whiting is pushing work on his Wind- 
sor Hotel extension on Dwight street. The build- 
ing will be substantial, and will give the hotel 
considerable much-needed room. The ground 
floor will accomodate two stores. By the way, 
the suit of Architect Luce, of Boston, against Mr. 
Whiting for alleged moneys due him for work 
done on the opera house was concluded last week, 
but Judge Brigham’s decision was-reserved. 

The mills on the lower level canal have been 
troubled considerably the past week on account 
of high water.

the question no longer is, ‘‘Shall I use a tur- 
bine?” but ‘* Which turbine shall I use?” Con- 
sidering the variety of turbines offered for sale, 
and the pertinacity with which their claims to 
superiority are urged, it is easy to appreciate 
the perplexities which beset the purchaser in at- 
tempting to settle the question. The turbine 
made by T. C. Alcott & Son, of Mount Holly, 
N. J., is said to be one of the most perfect and 
simple wheels of the kind that is made, 

The whole of the outer casing of the Alcott 
wheel is stationary, having no moving parts 
whatever, and is all securely bolted together, 
protecting the interior working joints from ex- 
posure to sand and grit. The wheel proper con- 
sists of aconcave crown which relieves the step 
from all downward pressure, and yet obtains all 
the foree due the head of water upon the lower 
part of the buckets, which are of suitable shape 
to present the least possible resistance in back 
water. The outer case and cylinder, with the 
bridge tree, is in one casting, with properly pro- 
portioned chutes for the application of the water 
to the wheel. The direction of the water through 
these chutes is tangential to the periphery of the 
wheel at all positions of the pate. The movable 
register gate is cast in one piece, with fixed 
water ways corresponding with the chutes in the 
outer case. The two combined form perfect 
water passages. The gate is bored out to receive 
the wheel proper, and is turned off to fit the 
outer case, within which it rotates. This regis- 
ter gate is suspended within thé outer case by 
means of a central bearing, or depending sleeve, 
and arms secured to gate located under the crown 
plate, and is moved back and forth for the pur- 
pose of admitting or shutting off the water by 
means of rack and pinion. The central] bearing 
being of the greatest importance and value in 
enabling them to fit the gate so very close 
that it cannot leak, and yet have it work easily, 
the arms strengthen the gate, hold it rigidly to 
shape, reduce its friction in moving to its mini- 
mum, and are said to obviate every objection 
hitherto urged against the register gate. The 
movement of this register regulates the amount 
of water, and secures an equal and uniform de- 
livery on all parts of the wheel. With Alcott’s 
improvement, if the water is to be used sparing- 
ly, a certain number of chutes may be closed 
while the others remain fully open, thus perfect 
water ways are preserved, and the stream is al-

The Consolidated Paper Company. 


Parties interested in the manufacture of straw 
wrapping paper in the West have just formed 
an organization to be known as the Consolidated 
Paper Company, with headquarters in Chicago, 
The officers of the company are—President, J. 
W. French, of Three Rivers, Mich.; Secretary, 
R. P. Dart, of Milan, Il]., and Treasurer, C. M. 
Smith, of Bradner, Smith & Co., of Chicago. 

The object of the company is to advance prices 
of straw wrapping paper to a paying basis. To 
accomplish this they have purchased all the 
paper on hand at the mills of the West, and con- 
tracted for the entire product for the coming 
year, limiting this product to an amount about 
equal to that made in twelve hours per day. 

The mills whose paper has been bought aggre- 
gate about 80 per cent. of the whole number, 
and with the other 20 per cent. they have an 
agreement limiting their production to less than 
half time. A schedule of prices has also been 
agreed upon. The company is now holding 
common grades of paper at $1.60, with better 
grades at $1.70 to $1.75. 

The dealers of Chicago have expressed them- 
selves as satisfied with this new movement in 
straw wrapping.

General Notes. 


Paper teeth are the latest novelty in London, 
You can buy them by the quire as you require 
them. The run is on ivory and cream-laid, few 
caring for blue-wove or black-edged teeth. Of 
course paper has the advantage of being easily 
gummed in. They improve the speech; indeed, a 
man with a complete top and bottom plate- 
paper set will talk like a book. Few have them 
either with crest or monogram. 


Paper is now used as a substitute for wood in 
the manufacture of lead pencils. It is rolled 
round the core of lead to the thickness of an 
ordinary pencil, and is made to adhere by some 
adhesive material, and after drying is colored, 
gilt and varnished, and resembles in appearance 
the well-known common cedar pencil. These 
pencils are the production of a German firm, 
and are sold in London to the retail houses at 
and about 3s. per gross. 


Bids were opened on Monday last by the 
Superintendent of Supplies of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company for a six months’ 
supply of paper for message blanks, writing 
paper, print paper, and carbon paper. The 
awards have not yet been made, but are an- 
nounced to be declared on Monday next. The 
price at which the message paper was furnished 
last year was 7.69c., and it is anticipated that 
the present bidders will furnish it at a trifle less. 


On Wednesday in the Court of General Ses- 
sions, Lewis Lutz, alias Henry Lewis, who unti} 
recently was in the employ of N. B. Phelps, at 
No. 8 Murray street, plead guilty to an indict- 
ment for forgery, and was sentenced to three 
years’ imprisonment. It appears that he had 
forged the name of his employer to several 
small orders for envelopes and other stationery, 
and among other firms, M. A. Reay & Co. and 
Samuel Raynor & Co., delivered goods to him 
thereon. He presented a forged order to A. L. 
Shipman’s Sons, but its spuriousness was found 
out before the delivery of any goods. He was 
arrested on April 18, indicted on April 29, and 
sentenced the following day.
